When the paragraph makitg the ap- 
propriation for the commission’ was 
reached during copsideration of the 
urgent deficiency bill today, Mr. Macon 
made a point of order against it on the 
ground that it was not a deficiency. 
Follewing this action came a general 
assault against the commission by 
several members, Mr. Macon making 
a seathing attack on the body. He 
charged that the commission had gone 
-on a junketing expedition abroad, had 
spent $657,993 and had accomplished 
practically nothing. 

Mr. Macon asserted that Professor 
Jenks, who was also professor of po- 
litical economy and politics at Cor- 
nell university, devoted the first part 
of each week to Cornell, an institution 
which he characterized as “playing 
politics all the time.” He said that 
William R. Wheeler, who was also sec- 
retary of the Merchant Shippers’ As- 
sociation of San Francsico, drawing 
$10,000 a year from the association 
and $7,500 from the commission, re- 
garded the latter office as a political 
simecure. 

Just a Pleasure Junket. 

“T am advised,” said Mr. 
‘that this commission went ~ abroad 
during the summer of 1907; that it 
sailed May 18 and returned September 
17, and that no report of the trip has 
ever been published, and, in my judg- 
ment, will not, for it seems the trip 
was a pleasure junket for most of its 
members, rather than an information 
gathering trip. The commission made 
no progress until forced to do so by 
the late Senator Latimer, of South 
Carolina, who threatened to return 
home on the next steamer and inform 
the government on thé floor of the sen- 
ate that the commission intended 
merely to delay immigration investi- 
gation. . 

“Messrs. Latimer, Burnett and How- 
ell, of the commission, were allowed 
to go to work while the chairman told 
Mr. Wheeler tocome with himand en- 
joy himself; that the immigration 
problem had been thoroughly investi- 
gated by the industrial commission 
and that only he and another knew the 
real purpose of the commission. 

“T cannot swear to these facts, be- 
cause I was not present, but my. in- 
formation has been received from a4 
reliable citizen. The members who 

went abroad were Dilligham, Latimer, 
’ Burnett, Howell and Wheeler, and 
they were accompanied. by their fami- 
lies and two of the secretaries of the 
éommission, one of them, a Mr. Crane, 
whom I am advised is a nephew of 
Senator Crane, of Massachusetts, and 
the other Mr. Husband, Senator Dil- 
lingham’s sécretary.

“T have heard that the auditor for

George Burge, now confined in the 
Fultom county jail, under sentence of 
has been saved from the rope 
temporarily, at least, by the 
arrest Of his stepson, Frank Judson 
Britton, in Birmingham, who, it is 
claimed, has confessed that it was he

Britton is now in jail. in Birming- 
ham, a upon a warrant sworn out 
yesterday the executive department 
be asked this morning to issue 
requisition papers so that he may be 
brought back to Georgia for trial. 

Burge has been sentenced to death 
two times, and was saved from the 
rope on January the last date for 
the executien, by a two weeks’ respite 
by Governor Brown, which was extend. 
ed by the governor just before he left 
the city for the east last week, as the 
day of execution, January 21, would 
have come during his absence. It was 
due to the persistent work of his at- 
tcrney, Clinton P. Thompson, aided by 
W. I.” Heywood, that Burge’s life was 
Prolonged after his second sentence. 
Mr. Thompson convinced the governor 
and the prison commission of his sin- 
cerity in declaring Burge innocent. 

“Somehow.” said Mr. Thompson, “I 
could not make up m¢ mind that Burge 
Was guilty, notwithstanding the fact 
that the evidence against him was so 
conclusive and direct.” : 

Last week Attorney Thompson re- 
ceived a letter from Anniston, stating 
that Frank Judson Britton, who is liv- 
ing there with his grandparents, had 
confessed to Frank Crowley, a chum, 
that he had killed his mother, and that 
he had sworn the crime upon his step- 
father, George Burge.: Friday Attor- 
ney Thompson received from Crowley’s 
father a sworn statement that Britton 
had admitted the killing, and that im- 
mediately afterward he had left the 
city, presumably for Birmingham. At- 
torney Thompson opened communica- 
tion with the Birmingham officials, and 
was notified Monday by wire that Brit. 
ton had been arrested and placed in 
jail in Birmingham, the wire also say- 
ing.that when placed under arrest Brit. 
ton had made a partial confession of 
the crime, but that he had not made 
a clean breast of it. 

immediately after receiving the in- 
fcrmation Attorney "Thompson accom- 
panied Burge’s brother to Judge Rid- 
ley’s court, where a warrant charging 
Britton with the murder was sworn 
out. - 

While the affidavit of F. G. Crowley 
does not relate in full the alleged con- 
fession of Britton, it says that in mak- 
ing his admission of gullt he described 
how the crime was committed, and 
stated that he had buried the dirk with 
which the killing was done at a spot 
near the home. No description of the 
locality is given, but Mr. Thompson 
feels sure that when brought back 
Britton will reveal the locality, espe- 
cially since he has made one “full con- 
fession” and a partial one after he 
Was placed under arrest. 

The arrest of Britton in no way af- 
fects Burge’s present situation other 
than to postpone indefinitely the death 
sentence hanging over his head. He 
cannot ask for a release until Britton 
makes an open and full confession, or 
until Britton is tried and-.convicted of 
the miurder of his.mother, Mrs. 
Britton Burge.

MEAT PRICES. DROPPIN 


a €onsiderable Reduction Is 
Made in Wholesale Price of 


the Fight Against High Prices 
of Meat. 


Chicago; Janudry’ 24.—Judge Kene- 
saw M. Landis, of the United States dis- 
trict court, in his charge to the federal 
grand: jury. assembled today.to inves- 
tigate the methods’ of the so-called 
“peef trust,” declared that it 
through information furnished by. him 
that the present proceedings was 
started. 

Judge Landis also said that, after 
he’ had notified the United States dis- 
trict attorney in Chicago on January 
20, he was surprised to learn on Jah- 
uary 22 there were notices in the 
newspapers coming ostensibly 
Washington to the effect that the 
government officials there had order- 
ed the-investigation. : 

It was announced, however, that ac- 
tion of the “beef trust” investigation 
would be postponed for.a few days 
until some docket cases had been con- 
sidered. It was explained that the 
present investigation was of such :1n- 
portance that it would be better if the 
jury was given a little time in whieh 
to familiarize itself with the routine 
of the grand jury procedure before 
considering the evidence to be sub- 
mitted in the packers’ case. After 
Judge Landis had read his charge, the 
jury proceeded to take up some cases 
of minor importance. 

~ Charge of Judge Landis. 

“Having in mind the duty of the 
district attorney,” said Judge Landis, 
“J notified that officer that on the 20th 
of the presént month, that on your 
assembling here today, the court would 
direct your attention to the subject 
of the present investigation. it is a 
source of profound regret that two 
days after there bégan widespread 
newspaper publication of matters pur- 
porting to come from Washington, and 
expressing the intention and determi- | 
nation of certain governmental func- 
tionaries there as to this proceeding, 
and alleging, in that connection, their 
purpose with respect to certain indi- 
viduals residing in this district. With- 
out assuming here officially thai there 
is anything behind these publications 
except journalistic enterprise, | cau- 
tiga. you to pay no attention whatever 
to tiem, as it will be your duty to con- 
scientiously refrain from making any 
disclosures of matters transpiring in 
your jury room.” 

After cautioning the jury tv main- 
tain absolute secrecy, Judge Landis 
continued: 

“This is so for two reasons—in the 
first place, if an individual is indicted, 
he ought to have the right of trial 
by a jury taken from an atmosphere 
that has not been surcharged with 
feeling against him, and, in the sec- 
ond place, if he is not’ indicted it is 
not right that it should be published 
from time to time that evidence show- 
ing him guilty of criminal conduct 
has been presented to the grand jury.” 

The Beef Trust Case. 

Judge Landis devoted the first part 
of his charge to general instructions 
on the duty and procedure of the jury, 
and then considered the “beef trust” 
case. 7 

“Various reports of allged circum- 
stances and conditions in connection 
with the fresh meat thdustry have 
come to me,” he said. “While the 
representations set forth in these com- 
plaints, even if true, do not neces- 
sarily imply violation of federal law, 
they are of such charaeter as to clear- 
ly impose upon the court the duty of 
directing your attention to the mat- 
ter to the end that the subject may 
have, at your hands, the investigation 
and consideration its importance re- 
quires. 

“The@statute declares every contract, 
combination in the form of trusts or 
otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade or commerce among the sev-

“No,” said Mrs. Green dubiously, “but 
meat is too high. You don’t get your 
money’s worth. People really can’t af- 
ford to eat it. There are other things 
just as good and cheaper.” ss

In response to a lighter demand, the 


price of beef in the Brooklyn whole- 
sale district declined 20 per cent today 
and pork loins slumped sympathetical- 
ly. AS an offset there were signs that 
the western supply will be shut off to 
hold up the price, although the rep- 
resentatives of:the packers deny this. 
Fewer carloads were received. 

Two young women who made -a 
house-to-house canvass today for the 
National Progressive Woman Suffrage 
Union obtained nearly 1,000 pledges to 
abstain from meat for sixty days.

LAST CONSUMER 
BEING SQUEEZED 


American Farm Products 
Are Cheaper Abroad. 


Washington, January 24.—Proof that 


American parm products are being sol | 
abroad cheaper ‘than in this couyitry 
is being gathered by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson. @Whis was the dec- 
laretion made by him today at 
“High Cost of Living” hearing eee: 
conducted by a sub-committee of the 
house committee of the District of Co- 
Itumbia. Mr.* Wilson gave strong evi- 
dence to show that the producer at 
the present time was getting a little 
mcre than formerly for his food prod- 
ucts, while the ultimate consumer was 
paying an excessive price. 

“Until comparatively recently the 
American people enjoyed the cheap- 
es: food in the world,.”’ continued Mr. 
Wilson. “But nowadays. not pe my 
people know how to farm profitably, 
know how to get enough out of a day’s 
werk, know how to make an acre re- 
spond. The lure of the factory has, 
called the farmer from the plow.” 

Secretary Wilson declared that 
Washington was one of the most ex- 
persive ‘cities in the land and that 
retailers in this city demanded 42 per 
cent profit, wherein cities like New 
York and Philadelphia they were con- 
tent with from 17 to 20 per cent. 

Conditions at the capital, “however, 
with reference ito the cost of living, the 
secretary said, were true to a great 
extent of other cities. He told the 
committee that it had a great oppor- 
tunity: to do a service for.the whole 
people by aseertaining the cause of 
these conditions, 

Chairman Moore intimated that the 
whole matter of the cost of food 
preducts from producer to consumer 
would be gone into. Secretary Wilson 
was the only witness examined today.

Wholesale family trouble, growing, 
out of the undue attentions 
of an uncle to a married niece, brought 
the police to the home of B. C. Coch- 
ran, the uncle in the case. on Kirk- 
wcod avenue, near Leggett street yes- 
terday evening at 6:30 o'clock.

States Senator Benjamin. R. Tillman. 

Chief Justice Jones halted the pro- 
ceedings by citing a rule of the court 
requiring such cases to be presented 
in the circuit court. On a plea that, 
the lawyers were not familiar with 
the ritie, he consented to hear their 
arguments later.

Season Have Been 


Adopted.

recognized, the one behind 
plate as the umpire-in-chief and 
one on bases is designated field 
umpire. Wild pitches and passed balls

The amounts of fines for violations 
of rules is set forth and the umpire is 
also given power to clear the bench of 
substitute players of any team express- 
ing their disapproval of decisions. 

A batter throwing a bat before run- 
ning so that it hits umpire or catcher 
will be fined for the first offense $65. 

A .coacher’s box will extend fifteen 
feet from the bases; foul strikes are 
designated “illegally batted balls.”’ 

No change can be made in the bat- 
ter’s box by a batter after a pitcher 
is ready to deliver a ball. 

A ball pasing an inflelder and hit- 
ting an umpire on foul ground permits 
@ runner all the bases he can get. If 
an umpire is hit by a ball, no runner 
can score unless forced by other base 
runners. 

The batting order must be delivered 
to the umpire at the plate just before 
the game by the two captains. This 
order must be retained throughout the 
game unless a man is taken out. 

Ground rules and calling ‘of games 
to enable teams to catch trains must 
be announced by the umpire. 

Throwing a mask or glove at a 
batted ball by a fielder entitles the 
batter who becomes a base runner to 
three bases. 

These changes become the law of 
baseball in the National League at 
once without further sanction.

bination or conspiracy, or who shall 
monopolize, or combine or conspire 
with any other person or persons to 
monpolize any part’ of such trade, or 
commerce, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

Power of Congress. 

“While you will observe that by this 
enactment congress has prescribed the 
rule’: of free competition among those 
engaged in interstate and internation- 
al trade and commerce, I desire to im- 
press upon you that it is not within 
the competency of congress, nor does 
the act attempt to deal with trade or 
commerce which is wholly tntra-state.” 

After enlarging upon the fact that 
congress cannot interfere with com- 
merece withih a state, Judge Landis 
continued: 

“You will perceive that intent is 
of the essence of this offense—that is 
to say, there must be a conscious pur- 
pose on the part of the accused to 
suppress competition by cooperation to 
that end. The law does not concern 
itself with mere coincidence of con- 
duct in the absence of sueh intent.” 
TUMBLE IN CATTLE PRICES 

AT PITTSBURG STOCK YARDS 

Pittsbure, Pa. January 24.—Cattle 
prices took a big tumble at the Union 
Stock Yards here as a direct result of 
the boycott on the consumption of that 
commoaity, which goes into effect to- 
morrow for thirty days. For one 
month 125,000 men, representing 600,- 
000 persons in the Pittsburg district, 
will abstain from eating meat in the 
hope that the high prices will be cut 
by butchers. The drop in the price of 
cattle was from 40 to 50 cents a hun- 
dred; the price of hogs took a 
drop, but there was no reduction in 
the price of dressed beef 

One by one all the hotels of the city 
are falling into line with menus de- 
void of meat until hardly one can be 
found but is serving a fruit-nut-veg- 
etable dltet. 
WHOLESALE MEAT 

IS DROPPING 

Cleveland, Ohio, 
beginning of the 
Cleveland's boycott 
marked further drop inthe 
wholesale flesh market. Hogs were 
quoted at the Unton Stock Yards at 
20 and 25 cents lower on the hundred 
pounds, and cattle dropped 10 and 15 
cents. This is in accordance with the 
decrease of cattle prices Friday. 

In the sections of the city where the 
boycott strikes hardest, sirloin steaks 
were sold by retailers at 15 cents a 
pound, and round steaks at 13 cents, 
a price lower than any quoted here in 
a year, 

EXTRA FANCY BUTTER DROPS 
FROM 36 CENTS TO 30 CENTS 

Elgin, Ills., January 24.—Ti brice of 
extra fancy creamery butter dropped 
to 80c a pound on the Elgin board of 
trade today. 

The sudden drop from 36 cents com- 
ing in the midst of the agitation 
against the high prices of food, caused 
general commemt as to the cause It 
was admitted by the board members 
that the drop wags due largely to the 
agitation and to the tendency in many 
localities tg temporarily abstain from 
high-priced foodstuffs. Word had 
reached Elgin that some localities had 
entered into a butter boycott. Before 
the board met it was generally believ- 
ed a drop would be necessary. When 
the quotation committee reported the 
30c price it was greeted with applause.

Editor Constitution: Kindly allow me 
space in your columns for remarks in 
response to an article appearing in The 
Constitution concerning the recent lay- 
men’s convention at Macon. 

For some time I have been seeing no- 
tices in the papers and hearing “by 
word of mouth” about the laymen’s 
movement and the laymen’'s convention.

—or twenty-five years. It is a wonder 
that the time was not set for the next 
twenty-five hours, or, say, the next 
twenty-five minutes. By the way, let 
it be said in passing that very natural- 
ly the minds of all people are directed 
in this movement to “foreign missions.’’ 
50 much so is that the case, that all 
other departments of missions are 
practically lost sight of, or if they re- 
ceive any attention whatever, it is that 
of being “damned with faint praise.” 

Now, lam not inveighing against 
foreign missions. Il approve with ail 
my heart this particular department of 
missions. Il say amen to the great com- 
mission of our Lord. I approve, too, of 
our Georgia plan of conducting this 
business according to our own meth- 
ods, provided and sanctioned in our 
state convention from year to year, as 
it follows the lead and advice of the 
Southern Baptist convention. 

In Georgia, the Baptists understand 
that, “We are to go into all the worla 
and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture, and teach them to observe all 
things whatsoever our Lord has com- 
manded.”” This is the irrevocable and in- 
violate program of Christianity. The 
great commission is indivisible, our 
Lord’s final charge to His disciples can- 
not be appropriated and monopolized 
by any one department of His service. 
It is as domestic as it is foreign: as 
local as it is cosmopolitan; as educa- 
tional as it is evangelistic. We shall 
never take the world for Jesus Christ 
by a brilliant dash upon the foreign 
field. All this planning to conquer the 
world in a generation and prophesying 


vices and the sincere affections of all 


ligious bodies on earth. He is entitled 
to highest esteem for his work's sake. 
I have only love in my own heart for 
Brother Levering. Nevertheless i 
humbly and modestly suggest that he 
study the word symmetry as to its 
meaning in all connections, and to 
eonsider the question as to the pro- 
priety of joining hands with an un- 
denominational body in an invasion of 
Georgia, with a plan of work which 
disregards a plan already adopted by 
Baptists in their own convention, 
somewhat recently assembled.

The mere change of time from Cen- la day’s work that extends too far into 


tral Eastern is all that is required 
to give ninety-nine out of every hun- 
dred citizens of Atlanta one hour more 
daviight. and one hour less of eye- 
strain with poor light, trying to finish 
work that should be done during the 
day. 

Few cities are so situated that such 
a change could be made with the ease 
that Atlanta could gain this additional 
hour of daylight. Being on the ex- 
treme edge of the arbitrary territory, 
using Central time, there is no reason 
why Eastern time should not be adopt- 
ed by the city. Trains going east now 
leave on Eastern time, and immediate- 
pass into territory using time one 
hour faster than Atlanta. The ad- 
vantages of one hour more of daylight 
are so many, while there are no dis- 
advantages, that it seems not unrea- 
sonable that such a change should be 
made. 

Most of the business of Atlanta is 
done with cities having Eastern time, 
and the uniformity thus brought about 
should be a distinct advantage aside 


to 
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the night. Every home in the cits 
would save exactivy one hour of the 
expense of gas and electric light, as 
well as the cost of eye-glasses, perhaps 
made necessary to some individuals by 
the additional! strain brought.on by un- 
necessary night work. Evening shop- 
pers and working girls would have an 
hour longer to attend to their duties, 
and many, perhaps, could have the 
advantage of a walk home, who at 
present have to ride because of the 
fear of walking “home in the dark.’ 

If all of us were using time one 
rour faster. we would go to bed earlier, 
get up earlier and yet appreciate no 
discomfort from it, as the theaters and 
business houses would have the same 
hours. After the change is once made 
there need be no more confusion than 
now exists with trains leaving on East- 
ern time. At midnight or on going to 
bed on some night agreed upon. every- 
one could set their clocks or watches 
one hour faster and thereafter they 
would add one hour of sunlight to their

The 
proportion of the last three crops 
ginned to January 16, is 96.8 per cent 
for the crop of 1908; 93.6 for 1907, and 
93.8 for 1906. Round bales included 
this year are 147,846, compared with 
232,510 last year, and 188,037 for the 
Season of 1907-08. Sea Island, 92,001 
this season; 90,287 last year, and 
80,190 for the season of 1907-08. The 
d‘sribution of Sea island for 1910 by 
states is: . Florida, 27,888; Georgia, 
50,872, and South Carolina, 13,241.
